federate 
brigade 
a 
tattered 
flag 
wrested at the 
battle 
of Franklin, 
Tennessee, November 3, 1864. 
Gnarled hands gave and received 
the banner, while voices, broken by 
the 63 years which have intervened, 
spoke only praise for the former foe. 
The flag, torn by shot and shell, 
was formally presented 
by Colonel 
W. W. Alcorn, Toledo, Ohio, who with 
Comrades Eli Bourdo and Judge B. 
D. Potter, are three of the six sur­ 
vivors of the old Fourteenth Ohio In­ 
fantry which fought at Franklin and 
followed 
Sherman 
on his 
historic 
march thru Georgia. 
“Florida need feel no shame in the 
loss of the battle banner at Frank­ 
lin,” said Colonel 
Alcorn.

taken behind our own entrenchments 
and it took a courageous 
group of 
fighting men to ever get there. 
“You had us licked at Franklin, 
but fortunately for us your command 
apparently failed to realize at the cm 
cial moment just now completely yon 
had us encompassed.” 
Turning them to the torn flag, the 
aged federal veteran reverently said: 
“The flag itself has been bathed 
in the .blood both of the north and 
the south.

In M e x i c o - F e d e r a l s 
Lose Three In Combai. 


Thirty-four 
rebelling 
Catholics 
were killed 
and 
a Catholic 
priest, 
Father Sedano, 
was 
captured 
and 
summarily court-martialed and execu 
ted after two brisk combats with fed­ 
eral troops 
in the state of Jalisco, 
says a bulletin issued by the presi­ 
dential bureau at Mexico City, Wed­ 
nesday. 
One corporal and two soldiers were 
killed and one officer and nine sol­ 
diers wounded. 
The report of the affrays was re­ 
ceived from M ilitary 
Commandant 
Ferre irs. 
The first fight took place at Los 
Mezquites, where 38 rebels, headed 
by Sedano and 
another 
chieftain 
named Placencia, 
were entrenched. 
This fight lasted four hours, and 14 
rebels were killed and two captured 
and executed. 
The others 
fled, Sa- 
dano being taken by the troops and 
later shot. 
The second engagement lasted three 
hours, after 250 rebels, commanded 
by Alberto Parajas.

rebels were dispersed and fled to tho 
mountains, abandoning 18 dead and 
many wounded.
